CHAPEL  EXTENSIVELY 
RENOVATED 


A  year  ago  it  was  discovered  that  the 
fifty  year  old  Chapel  was  suffering  from 
water  damage  to  the  foundations  and 
excessive  humidity  throughout  the  build- 
ing. Investigation  revealed  that  the 
density  and  proximity  of  the  trees  around 
the  Chapel  were  the  apparent  cause  of  the 
damage  and  reluctantly  all  the  pines  were 
cut  down.  The  Property  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  engaged  a  con- 
sultant to  advise  on  repairs  and  renova- 
tions with  the  result  that  in  the  Fall  of 
1979  a  $50,000  program  was  recom- 
mended. An  amount  of  only  $15,000  was 
available  from  the  School's  operating 
budget,  so  it  was  necessary  to  seek  the 
balance  of  the  funds  from  other  sources. 
Happily,  several  generous  benefactors 
agreed  to  subscribe  most  of  the  required 


sum  which  was  duly  received  and  the 
work  got  underway  immediately  after 
Christmas.  When  the  winter  term  opened. 
Chapel  services  were  switched  to  the 
Ketchum  Auditorium,  where  they  re- 
mained until  early  in  the  Spring  term. 
Renovations  consisted  of  replacement 
of  heating  pipes  leading  to  the  building, 
waterproofing  foundations,  new  electric 
wiring,  installation  of  a  complete  new 
floor,  insulation  beneath  floor  and  in 
roof,  painting  of  the  entire  interior, 
cleaning  and  overhaul  of  the  organ, 
installation  of  centre  aisle  carpet,  and 
repairs  to  main  doors  and  entrance.  All 
lighting  fixtures  and  plaques  were  re- 
moved, cleaned  and  polished  and  re- 
installed. Extensive  exterior  landscaping 
was  also  undertaken. 


Just  as  the  finishing  touches  were 
being  applied  and  a  special  service  of 
thanks  arranged  in  mid  April,  a  two-day 
downpour  of  rain  caused  part  of  the 
ceiling  in  the  organ  loft  to  collapse.  On 
further  investigation,  it  was  found  that 
leakage  was  taking  place  at  the  base  of 
the  steeple.  To  effect  repairs  turned  out 
to  be  another  major  expense  amounting 
to  some  $24,000  of  which  approximately 
two-thirds  was  covered  by  insurance.  The 
School  is,  therefore,  in  need  of  a  further 
$8,000.

BEQUESTING  THROUGH  LIFE  INSURANCE 

The  St.  Andrew's  College  Foundation  has  introduced  an  interesting  new  option 
to  Old  Boys  and  others  who  wish  to  leave  a  bequest  to  the  School. 

By  using  all,  or  part,  of  a  donation  to  the  Foundation  to  buy  a  life  insurance 
policy,  St.  Andrew's  becomes  the  owner-beneficiary  and  pays  the  premiums. 

HERE'S  HOW  IT  WORKS  - 

An  individual  purchases  a  new  life  insurance  policy  naming  the  Foundation  as 
owner  and  beneficiary.  The  donor  makes  contirubtions  to  the  Foundation  equal  to 
the  insurance  premiums.  He  receives  an  annual  receipt  for  income  tax  purposes  for 
the  full  amount  of  his  contribution  and  the  Foundation  uses  the  donation  to  pay 
the  premium.  At  death,  the  face  amount  of  the  policy  is  paid  directly  to  the  Foun- 
dation, 
or 

An  individual  transfers  the  ownership  of  an  existing  life  insurance  policy  to  the 
Foundation  and  receives  an  immediate  receipt  for  income  tax  purposes  equal  to  the 
cash  surrender  value  of  the  policy.  At  death,  the  Foundation  receives  the  face 
amount  of  the  policy. 

SOME  OF  THE  ADVANTAGES: 

1 .  A  larger  gift  can  be  made  through  small  annual  deposits  for  life  insurance,  than 
through  an  estate  bequest  or  lifetime  gift. 

2.  It  gives  the  average  Old  Boy  a  chance  to  leave  a  substantial  legacy  to  the  College, 
rather  than  the  Foundation  having  to  depend  solely  on  the  generosity  of  the 
wealthier  Old  Boys. 

3.  The  life  insurance  gift  is  independent  of  the  donor's  will  and  does  not  deplete 
his  estate  and  deprive  his  heirs.  For  instance,  an  Old  Boy  may  have  the  best 
intentions  in  mind  when  he  leaves  the  school  money  in  his  will,  but  twenty  years 
later  when  he  dies,  there  may  not  be  enough  money  available  or  if  there  is,  the 
payment  could  deprive  his  family,  and  lead  to  ill  feelings  and  possible  contesta- 
tions. 

4.  Psychologically  it  is  much  easier  to  "create"  say  $50,000  at  death,  rather  than 
"commit"  your  estate  to  $50,000.  Money  that  may  or  may  not  be  available  at 
death! 

5.  It  gives  an  Old  Boy  an  opportunity  to  fund  a  scholarship  or  trust  for  any  appro- 
priate interest  he  may  have  had  during  his  lifetime. 

6.  It  also  gives  corporations  the  opportunity  to  make  large  gifts  in  memory  of  their 
founders,  directors  and  presidents  etc.,  and  pay  the  premiums  with  tax  deduct- 
able  corporation  dollars.  Here  is  where  the  college  can  expect  the  million  dollar 
gifts.

INA  RENNIE  BENNET 

It  is  with  a  very  deep  sense  of  loss  that 
the  Andrean  reports  the  death  of  Ina 
Rennie  Bennet,  wife  of  Jack  Bennet.  She 
had  been  in  ill  health  for  the  last  two  or 
three  years  and  in  and  out  of  hospital 
many  times  during  that  period.  It  had 
been  thought  her  condition  was  stabilized, 
but  she  was  taken  to  York  County  Hos- 
pital on  the  morning  of  March  1  2  last  and 
died  that  evening.

Prior  to  that  she  had  been 
secretary  to  O.S.  Hollinrake,  magistrate 
of  York  County,  and  during  World  War 
II  she  had  a  distinguished  career  in  the 
Canadian  Women's  Army  Corps  in 
which  she  achieved  the  rank  of  Captain. 

Ina  and  Jack  were  married  in  the 
School  Chapel  in  1954  and  took  up 
residence  in  the  farm  house.  Later,  when 
more  staff  houses  were  added  to  "the 
row",  they  occupied  one  of  those.  Ina 
continued  as  Ken  Ketchum's  secretary 
for  a  few  years  after  their  marriage,  and 
then  was  content  to  look  after  her  house 
and  become  renowned  for  having  a  'green 
thumb'  with  her  very  successful  garden. 

One  of  her  many  thoughtful  habits 
was  to  keep  track  of  the  birthdays  of 
every  member  of  staff.  Every  employee 
of  St.  Andrew's  could  count  on  receiving 
a  birthday  greeting  from  Ina  Bennet  and 
always  on  the  exact  day.  The  products  of 
her  baking  skill  were  much  enjoyed  by 
office  staff  on  many  occasions. 

Another  of  her  valuable  contributions 
to  St.  Andrew's  was  to  act  as  representa- 
tive of  staff  wives  on  the  Ladies  Guild 
executive,  where  she  was  elected  an 
Honourary  Member.  Her  knowledge  and 
experience  were  a  great  asset  to  the  in- 
coming executive  each  year. 


After  thirty-two  years  of  active  parti- 
cipation as  a  member  of  the  St.  Andrew's 
community,  Ina  Bennet's  name  will  be 
commemorated  by  colleagues  and  friends 
through  the  establishment  of  the  Ina 
Bennet  Memorial  Garden,  just  outside  the 
Great  Hall  at  the  School.  Any  Andrean 
readers  who  would  like  to  participate  in 
the  project  can  do  so  by  making  a  dona- 
tion to  the  S.A.C.  Foundation,  desig- 
nating it  for  that  purpose. 


CHRISTIE  THOMAS  CLARK 

Many  Old  Boys  will  be  saddened  to 
learn  that  Christie  Clark  passed  away  on 
July  23  at  Sunnybrook  Medical  Centre  in 
Toronto  at  the  age  of  87.
